Government to put a stop to, by declaring that 
nothing in the diplomatic relations authorize the 
fears which those reports tend to provoke." 

This caused a slight improvement in the funds 
both at Paris and London, but it was only tem- 
porarv, and all the improvement w as subsequently 
lost. ' 

It is reported that the French Government has 
sent a very threatening note to Austria, warning 
her of the consequences ot Austrian troops cross- 
ing the Servian frontiers. 

The account* from Italy are very alarming. 
Austria is sending stromr reinforcements to Lom- 
birdy, where her garrisons are already on a war 
footing. An outbreak was anticipated at Milan. 

It was rumored, but the rumor had not been 
confirmed, that the city was in a slate of seige, 
and that great agitation existed likewise at Cre- 
mona, Modena, and elsewhere 

A scuffle is reported to have taken place be 
tween the Austrian and Hungarian soldiers at 
Cremona. 

Further details of the debate in the Spanish 
Chamber, on President Buchanan's message, show 
that O'Dor.nell expressed great surprise at the 
proposition in regard to Cuba, and declared that 
the government was disposed to demand due sat- 
isfaction for sucn an insult. He declared emphat- 
ically that Spain would never cede any of her 
territory. 

Austria has abandoned the project of concen- 
trating an imposing force or. the Servian frontier. 

Great depression prevailed at Vienna. The ob- 
ject of the conspiracy at Cracow was to recover 
the independence of the republic. 

It was rumor, d, but not credited, that Russia 
had succeeded in negotiating a loan of several 
millions sterling with the Rothschilds. 

London. Saturday, Jan. 8. — The Times inti- 
mates that the Emperor's speech to the Austrian 
Minister was made with a view of learning how 
the great jHiwers would receive the project of 
French interference in Italy, and says the result 
has happily been a decisive end great failure. 
Owing to the increasing suspicion w ith which his 
policy is regarded, the attempt of the Moniteur 
to Mi.'ithc the exciteme it has but partially suc- 
ceeded. 

English foods opened yesterday at a recovery 

of ' 4 per cent., but closed with a falling tenden- 
cy. The Paris Bourse yestetday fell three- 
eighths. 



Old Line Whigs. 

The Opposition are trying to make a point out 
of the fact that no oid-line Whig was nominated 
a'. Frankfort. This was purely an accident, as 
all present on the occasion are aware. Nearly 
every delegation voted more than once for au old- 
line Whig. They did not happen to vote for the 
same one. There was no conceit about the mat 
ter. The mass of the Convention w ere not think- 
ing of making any distinction. 

The Democracy of t his Slate can hardly be 
charged with neglecting old-line Whigs. Two of 
them are in Congress by the support of the Dem- 
ocratic i artv ; one of them has one of the first-, 
class missions abroad, one is Judge of the Court 
of Apj eals. A number of them were members 
of the last Leg slature, and will probably be mini 
bi rs ol the next. W e apprehend that very few of 
them in the Stat* will consider themselves neg- 
lected because of the omission to place one of them 
on the binte ticket. 

It is well known that the programme was 
cluui el at Frank f j.-t, by the nomination of (he 
Hon. Linn Boyd lor Lieut. Governor. He was 
outrun by the popular Democrat of Mercer. Ma- 
goffin. Mr. Magoffin w-as a favorite, because he 
promptly accepted the nomination of Lieut. Gov- 
ernor in 1836. Every sspiruut this year, who j 
was beaten in 1855, was re - no m mated. Two of 
them arc in the foreign service! if they had been 
in the State, they would have been re-honuna- 
led. 

That the old veteran of Democracy, the Hon. 
Linn Boyd, was beaten, was a subject of regret. 
The second place on the ticket was tendered by 
acclamation, as soon as suggested. The manner 
ol' the oiler rendered it impossible for him to de- 
cline with anv sort of L'race. The aspirants for 
the second place all declined. But for this, it is 
probable a.i old line Whig would h ive been nom- 
inated. — Lou. Drill- 

Probable Difficulty between Messrs 
Douglas and Fitch. 

Nr.w York, Jan. 22. — The Herald's Washing- 
ton eoi respondent says: In executive session of 
the Senate to-day an angry and exciting discus- 
sion arose between Judge Douglas and Senator 
Fitch, when words were used w hich it is thought 
must lead to a duel. The debate occurred on the 
question of confirming Potter, of Ohio, as collec- 
tor of Toledo. Mr. Pugh opposed Potter's nom- 
ination, as the man displaced was his friend. He 
said if the President desired an issue with him 
(Pugh) he was ready lor it. He denounced the 
■■ pppinlmciit, und called on every Senator who 
wa< his (Rush's) friend to vote against it. 

.Mr. Douglas responded, saying he would vote 
with the Senator from Ohio. He then branched 
off on the Illinois appointments, and said they 
were dishonest, corrupt, and incompetent . 

.Mr. ntch interrupted Mr. Douglas, and said it 
wns untrue. 

Mr. Douglas again reiterated what he had said. 

Mr Fitch again said untrue. 

Cries of order were then made. 

Mr. Douglas continued the debate. 

Mr. Fitch replied to Douglas with great bitter- 
new, and said that Senators knew how to prize 
anything coming from that quarter. 

Cries of order were again made. 

Mr. Douglas then replied, and was called to 
order. m 

Motions w ere then made that Mr. Douglas be 
allowed to go on in order. 

Mr. Jefferson Davis opposed it, and said, turn- 
ing to .Mr. Douglas, he had listened with indig- 
nation to the language used, and it was that of a 
highwayman and bravo. 

The debate was continued for some time, when 
a motion was made and the Senate adjourned. 

It is said the lie was given, and most severe 
persona! remarks made.

day upon which the writ of error WAS issued, was 
included in the computation of the time that had 
■lapsed before the writ di.l issue. 

It is perfectly evident, if one day is to be ex- 
cluded anil one included in the computation, it is 
wholly imnriterial which one of the days is in- 
cluded, or which one is excluded. If the first 
day is excluded, as it was in the above mentioned 
case of Sanders' heirs vs. Norton, and the last 
day is counted as one of the intervening days, as 
it must be under the rule, the result will be pre- 
c'sely the same us it would be if the first day were 
included and the other excluded. 

No new rule was, thetetore, asserted in the 
case of Chiles vs Smith'- heirs, (13 B. Mon. 460.) 
The then existing rule was merely set forth, and 
exemplified, and the authorities referred to by 
which it was sustained. 

The Legislature has adopted substantially the 
same rule. It tons enacted in the Revised Stat- 
utes (page l s 9) that when a statute requires a 
notice to be given, or any act to be done a cer 
tain time before any motion or procced'ns, there 
must be that time exclusive of the day for such 
motion or proceeding. But the day on which 
such notice is given, or such act is done, may bo 
counted as one day and part of the time. The 
rule here prescribed for computation of time is 
that or.e day must be excluded, but the other 
maybe counted as part of the time. It is the 
same rule Substantially which had been previously 
settled by this Court, that one day was lo be ex- 
cluded and one included in the computation. 

The decisions on this point in the other States 
have been vascillatir.g and contradictory. In 
some of them the same rule which has been adopt- 
ed by this Court has been applied, (lYe-hery vs. 
Williams, 15 Mass Rep. 193.1 In some it has 
been held that the day on which the act is done 
ou^ht to lie iftoluded or excluded, as the nature 
ot the case indicated to the Court the propriety 
of rigorous or liberal construction, (Lewis vs. 
Hampton, 1 Serge and iiaule, IVnn. K. -Ill, 
O'Cfinnor vs. Towns, Texas 107.) In the case of 
Arnold vs. United States, (9 Cranch, 120 ) the 
Supreme Court decided the general rule to be

But the expression is, if from any cause tivo ol 
them cannot act in whole, or in part, then their 
places are to be supplied by other persons. It is 
contended that the meaning of this expression is, 
if tiity cannot ac t in any part, then their places 
are to be supplied; but if they can act in any 
part, they are required to net. Its obvious 
meaning, however, is, that if in any part of the 
business which will eomc before the board, they [ 
cannot, or in other words are disqualified to net, j 
their places are to be supplied by the persons de- 
signated by the statute. This construction of 
the statute is that which is required not only by 
the language used, but by the policy of the law, 
and the manifest intention, oC the Legislature. 

We are therefore of opinion that the Defend- 
ants were not qualified to act as members of the 
bonrd to compare the ]K)lls, ami that the motion 
against them, to show came why they should te 
compelled to act, was properly overruled. 

Whether the board which did ac t was or not 
properly organized, is a question that does not 
arise in this case. We would.^however, remark, 
that in a case like this, a substantial compliance 
with the requisitions of the statute is all that is 
necessary. 

The motion in the other case is made against 
the members of the contesting board. Thev say 
in their answer that the notice of the application 
by the appellant to contest the election was not 
given to the officer who obtained the certificate 
within the time prescribed by the statute, and for 
that reason t'.ev refused to consider and deter- 
mine which of the parties had the light to the 
office.

That part of the statute, however, which 
directs the sheriff to deposit the pill books within praying that land be granted I

As the 
election occupies, or is supposed to occupy, the 
whole of the day on which it takes place, the ex- 
pression wiiliin the two days next after the elec- 
tion, clearly means the two days next after the 
day of the election. This, therefore, may be re- 
garded as one of the exceptions to the general 
rule, growing out ol the peculiar language used, 
and the manifest intention of the Legislature. 

As, therefore, the notice was not given w ithin 
the time allowed by the statute, the contesting 
board acted properly in refusing to hear the ap- 
plication to contest the election.
